The Weslern Flood.

YANKTON, Dakota, letter gives
us these details of the Inte disastrous
freshet there:

In contemplatiog the ferovious tracks
left by the flood it seems mivaculous that
hundreds of helpless people did not per-
ish. For so great a disaster, in the
malerial sense, the mortality has been
comparatively trifling. It is estimated
that the whole number of drowned
persons will not exceed a dozen, or at
the very utmost & score. The number
of “narrow escapes’ recounted Is aston.
ishing. It would appear that the people
in general took matters very coolly.
There was no panle, and presence of
mind, alded by individual heroism, se-
complished the work of rescue, Had
the settlers stampeded in wild terror
when the flood first broke around their
homes, many more would have perished,
As it was, some were ent out through
the tops of houses, others betook them-
selves to trees, where they roosted
through one terrible night of March,
and u few were hardy enough to dare
¢ross the treacherous lce-gorge and galn
safety on the higher banks of the river,
Most of the detalled information relative
to the great freshet has long sgo reaclied
the Tlmes by telegraph, but from Man-
dau nnd MeUook, n distance of several
hundred miles by river, at lemst 8600
people have suffered more or less from
the effect of the freshet. Of these, half
have managed to save something for a
new etart, while the remaining Lulf
have been, In most cases, left without
houses, bedding, food, clothing, teams,

plows and even soil. Their wheat has
beén ullerly ruined, They have no
seed,

I called upon Secretary Hand, acting
governor of the territory, today, and
asked his opinion in regard to the situa-
tion. He said:

' It is bad, very bad, indeed, but we
are consoled by the providentially small
loss of life, when hundreds, if not thou-
sands, might bave perished. Fully
fifteen hundred people will buve to be
supported all this summer, 1 fesr, be.
cause they bave saved nothing but their
lives. 'T'lie senson Is growing late, and
they cannot raise o crop unless they
have immediate relief in the way of
money. '’

of a house to shelter them, the govern-
ment has sent some tents already—an
ox.team and plow, & wilk cow, and a
few other things Indlspessable to a
famlly on & farm.

people naturally Industrions as to be
rendered dependent sntirely on  publio
bounty for nny leogth of thne, If
they can have tenma and plows st onee,

I went down to the temporary supply
depot on the maln street and found
there Tom Cosby, of the quartermnsier’s
department, up to his eyes in busipess,
distributing military olothing to the
sufferers.  The pautaloons were all
Infaptry ** No, 1" 'the smnllesl slpe—
and oo six-footers, of whom there were
many, prebented the bire and desolate
nppenrnnve of  George Washington's
kneobresches, minus the stockings, on
exhibition at the Natlonal eapital. One
German, with an aldermaulo corporn.
thon, eried out : ** Dol bants no vit one
of mien legs!'*

Cosby, however was equnl to the situ-
ation. **Here,” suid lie to the corpulent
Teuton. ** Tuke two pairs, aod put one
on ench leg. ™

This satisfied the applicant, and he
retired rejololng,

Many of the poor people were nearly
naked some had not even o chnhge of
underclothing, nod all felt rather dirty
and miserabile,

The Iadies’ reliel committee received
by the steamers Niobrara and Beek,
from Bloux City and Omuha, several
binles of femule apparel, which they soon
found ample use for. If possible, the
women and children more nearly ap-
proached w state of pudity than the
en.

The relief commities, including Bec-
retary Hand, Governor Edmunds and
Mr. Hudson; who was the first {o relieve
the unfortunate town of Vermillion, are
unsuimous in praise of Quartermaster
Wiheeler, who scted with the prompt
benevolence whileh becomes n brave
soldier and a true gentleman. He has
been relieved of duty ab this polnt, mueh
to the regret of the entire community,
whose respect aud confldence he has
worthily won,

Although the more prominent flood-
marks are disnppearing under the sun
of early summer, enough remaing to
show the stranger the terrible nature of
the late visitation, Piled on the levee,
near the rallrond tracks, are cakes of ice
of gignutic thickness, some of them
hundreds of tons, and strongly resem-
bling in color and formation the * pedri-
gal,”” or cooled and broken lava, that
disfignres the nelghborhood of the Mex-
lcun voleanoes, One can ensily conjec-
ture how the river, having, to use the
expression of Hecretary Hand, “broken
up wrong end first in Mootans,” found
it Impossible to burst this formidable
obstacle when it extended clean scross
the bar and compelled the water to
obliterate Green Island and other low-
land settlements.

In the vicinity of this icy pedrigal
may be seen a slght without parallel, I
belleve, in river history. COlose togeth-
er, lifted bigh and dry vy lee and water
nud set down at severnl rods distance
from the river,are the steamboats Black
Hills, Nellie Peck and Butle, all of
thew badly scarred and shaken, and
now undergoing repaira In this extra-
ordinary species of dry.dock. It will
take considerable time and trouble to
replace them In the channel., This will
be done ultimately on the house-moving
priuciple so familiar with Chicogoans.
Near by Jie the rent and rolned rem-
nants of the unfortunate boat Western—
torn limb from limb, as it were, by the
fury of the storm and flood, Her decks
have been carried away, Her bollers
and smoke-stacks strew the beach for an
iuecredible distance, and what s left of
her hull is burled in sand that also
covers the rallroad tracks to a depth of
many feet.

Vermillion has had the Pompeli of
the flood. The business part of that
thriving town of nearly 1,200 people has
flonted down to the Gull of Mexico.
Merchants are beggared, farmers are
ruined, and the prospect is really appall.
ing. Still the people are cheerful, and
are camping on the bloffs above (heir

desolated valley., To add lo their mis-
fortune Lhe culaway, caused by the
gorge, hins removed the site of the setile-
ment three miles inland, and it s not
likely that the channel will ever be
re.estublished on the old line,
